They had come from Madrid by 
motor in seven hours, convoyed by 
a detachment of the civil guards. 

From the city limits the royal 
limousine followed a back street 
route to the waterfront. where the 
eruiser was waiting with steam up 
and five days’ provisions aboard. 

Alfonso and those with him went 
aboard without ceremony. Nobody 
was there to see them except a few 
newspapermen. 

Their destination !s not known, 
but it is believed they are bound 
for England or France.

PROHIBITION LAW 


Alcoholic Content Raised 
to 2.25 as Repealers Be- 
come Active. 


HELSINGFORS, April 14.—(/)— 
The Finnish parliament today amend- 
ed' the prohibition law increasing the 
legal alcoholic content of beer from 
1.6 to 2.25 per cent. Finland’s prohi- 
bition law is 12 years old and from 
_the time it was adopted it has been 
bitterly opposed by one section of the 
public, 

“ Recently this opposition gathered its 

forees for revision or repeal and only 
last week a petition signed by 100,- 
000 women was presented to the pres- 
ident of the republic, asking that the 
law be stricken from the statute 
books, 

The wemen, signing as individuals, 
declared themselves “advocates of true 
temperance,” and expressed anxiety 
for the fate of futdre generations be- 
cause of what they characterized as 
the alarming inerease of drunkenness 
in Finland under the present dry 
laws. 

“The petition charged that the situ- 
ation was getting worse.each year and 
that the dry laws had resulted in an 
increase in the number of murders, 
in increased smuggling and in in- 
creased drunkenness among women 
and children, a condition which they 
said was unknown before the prohibi- 
tion law was adopted. 

Some of the outstanding women of 
Finland signed the petition. 

In January the government created 
a special commission to investigate 
prohibition and to make such pro- 
posals regarding it as the commission- 
ers saw fit.

One of the defendants, M. D. 
O’Neal, alleged representative of a 
Vancouver distillery, got his bond re- 
duced from $25,000 to $15,000 but 
the original $25,000 bond was held 
over Albert Morrison, also charged 
with representing Canadian distiller- 
ies; Joseph Miller, Al Hart and Al 
Haim, Chicagoans charged with being 
the la. J crew of the rum ring. Jerry 
Woods, . who was. arrested late yester- 
day in Baton Rouge, was held under 
a $5,000 bond. None of them had made 
bond late today and. were returned ‘o 
prison, 

Charles Andres, Jr., radio operator 
caught by federal agents sending mes- 
sages to a rum ship’ in the gulf on 
an outlaw radio, did not appear in 
court and federal officials indicated 
that he might turn state’s evidence. 

The men were sent to the grand 
jury after federal witnesses had toid 
the commissioner of information they 
received by tapping the telephone 
wires of the accused. They explained 
that at one time they tapped a wire 
from the attic of a church on Jlai- 
borne avenue and other times tapping 
outfits were rigged up in private 
homes, 

The agents related conversations be- 
tween Al Hart and his boss in Chicago 
known as “Jake” and between Hart 
and Morrison. 


On March 26, Albert M. Neighbors, 
federal agent, said he heard a 10- 
minute conversation between Hart in 
New Orleans and “Jake” in Chicago 
pereg in Yiddish and partly in Eng- 
ish.

_ Request in Letter to Ful- 
» ton Board. | 


Request for the sum of $100,000 

to be paid during the current year 
_in order to meet urgently necessary 

’ “expenditures, was made Tuesday by 
the board of trustees at Grady hos- 
pital in a letter addressed to the Ful- 
ston county board of commissioners. 
An arrangement was suggested where- 
by hospitalization could be provided 
on a basis of a cost of £3.50 per day 
per patient for those residing in the 
county, but living outside the city 
limits, with a minimum charge of 50 
cents per patient for residents treated 
in the out-patient department. 

With regard to the care of county 
patients, the hospital’s board of trus- 
tees, through Chairman 8. C. Dobbs, 
stated: 

“We are keenly aware of the fi- 
nancial difficulties under which your 
body is laboring. On the other hand, 
you must realize that the hospital 
cannot continue to function without 
adequate funds, nor can the hospital 
be expected to continue to furnish 
service to the residents of Fulton 
connty without compensatory appro- 
priation by your body.” 

$215,000 Needed. 

Additional requirements of the hos- 
pital, as determined in the recent com- 
prehensive survey by Eugene Harring- 
ton, of the board of trustees, were de- 
clared to total $215,000, but, in view 
of existing conditions, authorities -at 
the hospital seek now only an ap- 
propriation sufficient to procure such 
additional equipment and personnel 
as are “of,urgent * and imperative 
necessity.” 

John B. Franklin, superintendent 
of the Georgia Baptist hospital, who 
has been offered the superintendency 
of Grady hospital to succeed Steve 
R. Johnston, whose resignation is to 
take effect July 1, was still undecided 
Tuesday night as to whether he would 
accept the position. He was expect- 
ml to make a definite statement some 
time today. 

The statement from Grady authori- 
ties to the Fulton county board of 
commissioners, in full, was as follows: 

- Trustees’ Letter. 

The letter follows: 
“Board of Commissioners, 
"Fulton County, 

“Atlanta, Georgia. 

“Gentlemen : 

“When the present board of trus- 
tees assumed the responsibilities of the 
management of Grady hospital, we un- 
dertook a very thorough and careful 
survey of the whole situation at this 
hospital, its immediate needs, as well 
as requirements for the coming year. 

“We find that all three units of 
the hospital are bady crowded and un- 
able to adequately meet the demands 
made upon them. 

“In February we engaged Dr. Bert 
W. Caldwell, execufive secretary of 
the American Hospital Association, to 
come to Atlanta and make an inde- 
pendent survey. His report, a most 
intelligent and comprehensive one, was 
published in full by the Atlanta news- 
papers. You are, therefore, no doubt 
familiar with the subject matter of 
this report. 

Service Is Threatened. 

“There are two outstanding needs 

facing us at this time that must be 


met promptly; otherwise, the service | 


must of necessity suffer sériously. 
“Working with the heads of the 
three wnits—White Grady, Colored 
Grady and Steiner elinic—-Mr. Eu- 
gene Harrington, of our board, made 
a thorough and independent survey of 
what the additional requirements of 
the hospital are at this time. The 
detailed analysis is covered by more 
than 50 pages; hence, it is not prac- 
tical to outline in this communica- 
tion all of the various needs of the 
hospital. The total, however, calls 
for additional expenditures of $215.- 
000, but, in view of existing condi- 
tions, we realize that this amount 


| ments, 
‘had been replaced commensurate with 
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depreciation, this figure would have | 
been much higher. It is safely esti- 
mated that the actual cost would have | 
been between $3 and $3.50 per patient 
day, if all factors, of course, were 
properly computed. You will recall 
that Dr. Caldwell named a minimum 
figure of $3.50 per patient day as a 
proper cost.

“We, therefore, suggest to your 
honorable body that an arrangement 
be entered into between your body and 
the board of trustees representing 
Grady hospital that we provide hos- 
pitalization at a cost of $5.50 per pa- 
tient day for tuose residents of Fulton 
county, not residing within the city lim- 
its, and that a minimum charge of 50 
cents per patient be made for such 
residents as are treated in the out- 
patient department. ‘ 

“Using the figures furnished us for 
1930, this would represent approxi- 
mately 42,000 patient days, which, at 
$3.50 per day, would approximate 
$147,000 for in-patient service. 

“There are not now readily avail- 
able figures on the percentage of 
Fulton county out-patients over any 
extended period; but carefully tabulat- 
ed figures covering a period of some 
months indicate that it will run ap- 
proximately 23 per cent. Using this 
figure as a basis, the number of Ful- 
ton county out-patients treated in the 
three clinics of.Grady hospital.during 
1930 would approxintate 34,000. At 
50 cents per patient, this would net 
in revenue $17,000. 

“We do not feel that we are unrea- 
sonable in our request that Fulton 
county be asked to reimburse the hos- 
pital direct for the hospitalization of 
its citizens on the basis of $3.50 per 
patient day for in-treatment and 50 
cents for cut-treatment. If this sug- 
gestion meets with the approval of 
your body, it is the purpose of the 
board of trustees of Grady hospital 
to use such funds for the purchase of 
much-needed equipment and additional 
personnel, which at this moment Is an 
imperative neeessity. 

Money for Service Asked. 

“We have compiled a great deal of 
data which we will gladly place at the 
disposal of your honorable body if 
you should care to make a more de- 
tailed analysis than this report can 
possibly embrace. 

“We are keenly aware of the finan- 
cial difficulties under which your body 
is laboring. On the other hand, you 
must realize that the hospital cannot 
continue to function without adequate 
funds, nor can the hospital be ex- 
pected to continued to furnish service 
to the residents of Fulton county with- 
out compensatory appropriation by 
your body. 

“We trust that the personnel of this 
board is ample assurance to you that 
no dollar of the money appropriated 
by you will be wasted or expended ex- 
cept for the most imperative needs, 

“We hold ourselves in readiness to 
appear before your honorable body at 
an early date, to be indicated by 


must be substantially reduced and ad- 
ditional expenditures be confined to 
only such equipment and personnel as 
is of urgent and imperative necessity. 
“Through application of the most 
rigid economy, we believe that the ex- 
isting critical condition, and it is most 
acute, can be met with an expenditure 
Of $100,000, divided equally in equip- 
ment and additional personnel. 
Equipment Antiquated. 

“The sterilizing equipment is anti- 
quated, almost completely broken 
down, and is not producing proper 
sterilization. In the operating rooms, 


lighting facilities are antiquated and | 


inefficient, and the general operating 
equipment must be largely replaced. 
Instruments are so badly needed that 
in a great many cases the doctors, who 
are serving Grady without compensa- 
tion, are forced to furnish their own 
instruments, which places upon them 
an unfair and unjust burden. The 
same thing is true of the equipment 
throughout the general hospital and 
emergency clinic. 

“Dr. Caldwell's report confirms the 
conclusions which we have reached as 
to the necessity of these expenditures. 

“The amount appropriated by the 
city of Atlanta for the maintenance 
of the hospital for 1931, $508,489, is 
barely sufficient to meet the daily 
operating expenses of the hospital, and 
does not permit of any repairs or re- 
placements or additional personnel, 
which is so sorely needed. 

“We feel that the urgent necessity 
of these expenditures justifies us in 
requesting that your honorable body 
appropriate to Grady hospital, for the 
purposes outlined in the foregoing, the 
sum of $100,000, to be paid during 
the year 1931. 

County Patients’ Costs. 

“There is no obligation on the pan 
ef the city of Atlanta, other than a 
humanitarian one, to provide hospital- 
ization for those residing in Fulton 
county outside of the city limits. If 
eur board should decide to restrict 
the facilities of the hospital to those 
residing within the city limits of At- 
lanta, the present overcrowded condi- 
tion would be to a large extent re- 
lieved and an enormous saving in oper- 
ating costs could be effected, from 
which sum we could purchase much 
of the necessary supplies and equip- 
ment and provide additional personnel. 

“Records which have been careful- 
ly compiled show that during the five- 
year period, 1926 through 1930, in- 
patient service was provided for 45,- 
195 people from the city of Atlanta 
and 13.864 from Fulton county, resid- 
ing outside of Atlanta. Or, 231-2 
per cent of all the patients admitted 
. inte the hospital during the past five 
vears to the three units of Grady hos- 
pital were from Fulton county outside 
of the city of Atlanta. 

“In 1930, the total number of pa- 
tient days for all three units amounted 
to 174,885. The actual out-of-pocket 
eost per patient per day was $2.66. 
However, this figure does not include 
the cost of the operation of the out- 
patient department. By this is meant 
patients who come to the hospital, are 
treated in the clinic, and do not re 
quire being placed or cannot be accom- 
modated in the wards. This figure 
does not include special appropriations 
or gifts, nor cost of original invest- 
ment, nor dépreciation on existing 
equipment, or other factors that would 
normally enter inte correct cost fig- 
ures. '

Some other senators, democrats as 
well as progressive republicans, side 
with La Follette’s expressions of .re- 
sentment. Unless some marked change 
in the economic situation makes such 
steps unnecessary, it was indicated, 
the movement for direct federal aid to 
unemployed and drouth sufferers will 
be revived when congress meets in De- 
cember., 

“The inference to be drawn from 
the president's address is that the 
emergency has been met by the Red 
Cross,” La Follette said. ‘This is 
not true. The Red Cross has not ex- 
pended one cent to relieve the distress 
of the 6,000,000 unemployed and the 
5,000,000 on part time employment 
and their dependents. Municipal, 
county, state and charitable relief 
funds are becoming exhausted. The 
situation is growing desperate. What 
is President Hoover doing in this crit- 
ical hour to meet this national emer- 
gency? His constructive suggestion is 
at recreational activities for. the 
idle. 

To Mr. Hoover’s declaration that 
“to impose this burden upon someone 
else by the arm of the law does not 
awaken the spirit of our people,” La 


Follette retorted : 

“How about the spirit of the un- 
employed? Would it not be infinite- 
ly better to use the funds of the gov- 
ernment which in the last analysis are 
their own than to subject them to 
the bitterness of private charity?” 

Failure of the proposed $25,000,000 
appropriation for Red Cross relief to 
the drouth sufferers and the unem- 
ployed, La Follette said, was due to 
the president's opposition. 

“President Hoover in denouncing 
the ALY aay grote of money out of 
the federal treasury to relieve the 
widespread suffering in this country 
as a dole utterly fails to recognize 
that 75 per cent of the funds now be- 
ing expended is coming from public 
funds, largely municipal,’ La Follette 
added. ‘To the millions of men, wom- 
en and children suffering from want, 
malnutrition and actual hunger, there 
is no finely drawn distinction between 
a tax dollar appropriated by a city 
or the federal government.” 

“Millions of people will not con- 
tinue on the ragged edge of starvation 
indefinitely,” La Follette predicted. 
“To longer muddle through this eco- 
nomic crisis is to court national dis- 
aster. The time has come to act. 
Funds must be provided to adequately 
eare for the distressed and the indus- 
trial, financial, labor and political 
leadership of this country must be 
mobili to solve the problem of eco- 
nomi¢e pe gees to the end that. the 
unexcelied mechanism of production 
developed’ through 15 years of inten- 
sive effort may be operated for the 
benefit of our citizens.”

THE FALL OF ALFONSO. 
The climax of Spanish unrest and 


patient sufferance was reached yes- 
terday when, following the repub- 
lican result in the parliamentary 
elections of Sunday, King Alfonso 
abdicated his royal office and was 
given safe conduct out of his fallen 
kingdom. | 

The Spanish monarchy has been 
operating since 1876 under a con- 
stitution providing for a sovereign 
and a legislative body of two cham- 
bers, called the Cortes. Alfonso 
XIII was born after the death of his 
father, Alfonso XII, and was king 
from birth, but under the regency 
of his mother, Queen Christina, 
until he came of coronation age. His 
reign has been punctuated by many 
troubles. 

For the past 20 years a demo- 
cratic spirit has been growing 
among the people, especially in the 
cities and industrial areas. Frequent 
Strikes, amounting to menacing re- 
volts, have marked the two decades. 
In 1923 these agitations against 
monarchy, taking the form of social- 
istic demands, led to a dictatorship 
under General Primo de Rivera, an 
anti-socialist iron man, who upheld 
the throne, but allowed the king 


| but a small hand in the conduct of 


his country. A fresh series of popu- 


lar outbreaks forced Rivera to resign 


in January, 1930, after five years 
of domination. 
Since then the unrest of the peo- 


tion of Sunday became a necessity 
to allow the voters to choose be- 
tween continuing the monarchy or 
a republican form of government. 
They have chosen the latter, in- 
creasing the number of European 
people who are adopting democratic 
ideas of self-determination.

Coueism, the cult of auto-suggestion 
and self-confidenee, that was inaugu- 
rated some years back by the little 
drug store keeper of Nancy, Emil 
Coue, is to branch out into a universal 
science of mind-healing and psychia- 
try. Various colors are to be utilized 
for the curing of mental diseases. 

A bowl of oranges, for instance, 
placed in the center of a room is 
guaranteel to rid backward children 
and adults of an unbalanced mind, 

Kleptomaniacs, who know them- 
selves to be such, will: find solace 
and riddance from their peculiar char- 
acter trait in gazing each day fer 2 
few hours upon a white tablécloth. 
This will bring a cure within two 
months’ time, according to the disci- 
ples of Emil Coue. 

Professor Henri Passeh, friend of 
the late Nancy apothecary and one of 
his most devoted followers, has placed 


himself. at-the head of the movement. 
Professor Passeh has succeeded in 
having the new methods studied at 
the Universities of Heidelberg and 
Berlin, where they carried off the 
approbation of several eminent psy- 
chologists. 


While the Coueists hope to bring 
into line no less than a million new 
believers in Great Britain, Germany 
already boasts five millions who prac- 
tice and repeat the old formula: 
“Every day in every way I am get- 
ting better and better,” that was Emil 
Coue’s avowed cure for all evil, ma- 
terial and physical. 

Parisian Coueists, of whom there 
are many thousands among the fash- 
ionable classes, have lately introduced 
a sort of rosary, of gold, silver and 
platinum. By shifting the jeweled 
reads the believers in the magic for- 
mula can keep track of the number of 
their repetitions, 

The new course is to be launched 
simultaneously in the seven countrics 
where Coueism has hitherto gained its 
strongest adherents, The countries are 
Germany, France, Holland, Belgium, 
Denmark, Britain and Finlan@ The 
new works that have appeared on the 
subject are to be translated into the 
various languages of these countries 
and Professor Passeh is to conduct the 
lecture tours. 

If all goes well—and the Coueists 
have no doubt upon this subject— 
America will be invaded by a host of 
eminent Coueists, Professor Passeh 
figures that the United States, in 
which country the “master” had such 
a remarkable success, will ultimatelr 
prove to be the most fertile zround 
for the spreading and blossoming of 
the new cult. 

This is the cure announced by Pro- 
fessor Passeh in the case of people 
who lack self-confidence. On rising, 
ihe man or woman who realizes that 
he or she has not had sufficient suc- 
cess in the world owing to lack of 
self-confidence, should face the mirror, 
gaze steadily at the center and repeat 
softly: “I am a fine fellow, everything 
is noble and beautiful, I am not ugly.

Each room should 
have a bowl of oranges in the center, 
Upon waking in the morning the pa- 
tient should first gaze upon the bowl 
for about ten minutes. The effect will 
be healing and noticeable within two 
weeks, . 

Rheumatism can also be curec. 
“Concentrate for ten minutes, three 
times daily on a sheet of light blue 
paper. Hangings should also be of this 
color, which is. valuable for all healing 
concentration.” 

Dishonesty is eradicated in the same 
manner, only the hangings and trap- 
pings should be lily-white.

Wealth Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


One of the best. private tals in 

a district cf good substantial village 
aad eountry people who do not regard 
medical or surgical services as sonie- 
thing due them from the community 
or the state—as do so many of our 
peasant class in the cities—has an ar- 
rangement whereby 20 pee cent of all 
fees paid the hospital by the patient 
are turned back to the sitienta fam- 
ily physician. For the benefit of 
those who do not know what a fam- 
ily physician is we may explain that 
he is the doctor who attends the pa- 
tient before, during and after the 
operation or hospital or sanatorium 
sojourn. This per cent division 
of the fee is no secret split. It is 
clearly understood by every one who 
enters the hospital; indeed it is plain- 
ly figured in the bill presented to 
the patient for services rendered. 

Now and then some patient of Eu- 
ropean extraction has the gall, even 
after a cholecystectomy to ask the at- 
tending physician or the general prac- 
titioner who sends him to the hospital 
or cares for him after his return home 
to refund the: doctor’s 20 per cent 
share of the spoils or at least to divvy 
with him, but-even if the doctor is 
spineless enough to give up the hos- 
pital does not care—every patient 
pays the 20 per cent anc the doctor 
receives it before the hospital bill is 
receipted. 

Here is a suggestion I offer for the 
settlement of two vexing problems of 
modern medicine, namely, the ques- 
tion of what to do with the: general 
practitioner or family doctor, in the 
present frenzy for real and spurious 
specialism; and the question of a fair 
division of medical, surgical or special 
fees among the doctors who earn them. 

I suggest that in any case where an 
operation becomes necessary or ad- 
visable, or in any case where the phy- 
sician refers the patient to a special- 
ist for an opinion or for any special 
treatment, the fees charged should be 
divided 50-50 between surgeon or spe- 
cialist and family physician. Noth- 
ing in this arrangement need deter 
either the specialist or the general 
practitioner from giving back to the 
patient, if he so desires, part or all 
of his share of the plunder. 

In view of the unquestioned pre- 
tenses made by the great majority 
of modern surgeons and specialists 
and their unblushing practice of cash- 
ing in on popular notions about the 
superior knowledge or skill of the 
specialist as compared with the dumb- 
ness and gps Scrape of the “ordinary 
doctor,” I submit that this proposal 
is one which real specialists cannot 
gracefully reject, and the other kind 
do not matter. 

Real specialists are those whose 
special qualifications are recognized 
by the general medical profession and 
who therefore enjoy the confidence 
of their colleagues; the kind your doc- 
tor calls in consultation. We are not 
concerned about the brood of charla- 
tans who necessarily depend on popu- 
lar credulity and must seek what pa- 
trenage they can get by direct appeal 
to the publie ; in short they are 
quacks within the medical society 
ranks. 

It is high time that the long suffer- 
ing general practioner had a break. 
A 50-50 break would be the right 
medicine.

the four to select a fifth member. 
However, Mayor Jennings appointed 
three members of city council and two 
civilians, Dr. Edgar C. Lucas, pastor 
of the First Christian church, and 
Landon Thomas, Jr., who chances to 
be chairman of the finance board of 
the same church, The councilmen are 
Dr. T. G. Howard, G. R. Coffin and 
W. C. Fleming. 

The organization meeting of the 
board, held Monday afternoon, named 
Dr. Howard chairman and a line of 
procedure was mapped out, with 
Frank J. Miller scheduled as the first 
witness to be heard at a meeting to 
be held Wednesday afternoon. Miller 
is the latest addition to the civil serv- 
ice board and is manager of the Pub- 
lix theaters at Augusta and claims 
that “polities is a foreign language 
to him.” The investigating commit- 
tee disclaims any political intent and 
it is not even a prohibition investi- 
gation, according to the preliminary 
statements. Dr. Jennings emphasized 
the fact that there was no political 
feeling or thought on his part in-call- 
ing the investigation and he told the 
committee that if any attempt was 
made to block their activities he would 
attend to that feature. 


Councilman Coffin, member of the 
committee, resented the advance ac- 
tivities of the commission in engag- 
ing a lawyer to represent them and 
he wanted it understood that he would 
fight, on council floor against the city 

“naying one copper of his fee.” Coun- 
cilman Fleming urged conciliation and 
declared that inasmuch as the com- 
mission had engaged “such an able 
atterney as James M. Hull it ought 
to be commended, since the commis- 
sion will probably find itself in a tight | 
place later.” 

The two civilian 
commission haye received letters, 
from a woman wanting to know why 
some prohibitien violators were raided 
and others were not. Another letter 
suggested the abolition of the city de- 
tective force and recommended that 
all members be put in uniforms and 
on their beats. Another-woman want- 
ed a “blind tiger” raided, but was 
unwilling to testify, or be known in 
the undertaking. 

The first investigation meeting of 
the commission will be held Wednes- 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock, at which 
time Commissioner Miller will be ex- 
pected to produce his evidence and 
present any other facts of which he 
has knowledge. It was brought out 
at the initial meeting of the commit- 
tee Monday afternoon that all -evi- 
dence will be taken under oath. It is 
planned to hold semi-public meetings, 
but even the civil sérvice commission 
and its attorney and newspapermen 
may be barred from some of the de- 
liberations, it was stated. 

The investigating committee will 
have the services of City Attorney J. 
Paul Stephens at their command at 
all times, as he was instructed to at- 
tend all meetings. Mr. Stephens has 
had extensive experience in investiga- 
tions and was in Washington during 
the Teapot Dome investigation. He 
urged a similar line of. procedure to 
that following in the famous investi- 
gation, inviting all complainants to 
come in to the investigation ard re- 
veal what facts they could give to 
clarify the situation. It was concern- 
ing..this feature that it was stated 
that evidence under oath would be 
considered in all allegations made. 

The statements that it is not a pro- 
hibition investigation and without any 
political significance gives color to the 
situation, but the complex features 
that may arise revolve around.a clash 
of authority between the civil service 
commission and city council. The con- 
test may assume huge proportions as 
there will likely be a dispute as to 
city council’s right and authority to 
delve into the work of the commission. 
It is claimed by the board that the 
civil service act was designed to re- 
move the police and fire departments 
from the scope of political activities 
and being created by the legislature 
that council is powerless to act in the 
matter. The meeting scheduled for 
Thursday afternoon may develop this 
featire and tend to prolong the pro- 
ceedings of the investigators.

They violated the ‘“netural 
ground:” Spain entered the Seven 
Years’ War, and all of her lands, east 
of the Mississippi, were hopelessly 
lost to her. So terminated the cen- 
tury-long contest over the Georgia 
territory. 

If it had simply been a case of 
“first in the field,” Spain's right of 
ownership would have been .incontest- 
able. As early as the year 1566 
Menendez De Aviles, that “pious cut- 
throat and excellent colonizer,” had 
established the first of a chain of 
Spanish settlements on the Georgia 
seaboard, at St. Catherine's island, 
the beginning of more than a century 
of continuous occupation. Pardo and 
Boyano were perhaps the first who 
made a fairly thorough exploration of 
the interior,.in search of gold. 

Other distoveries and explorations 
in which “no foreign nation had the 
slightest part’ were those of Lucas 
Vasquez De Aylion, Pamphilo Nar- 
vaez, Hernando De Soto, and Don 
Tristan De Luna, not to mention the 
great Juan Ponce De Leon who tramp- 
ed Florida so fruitlessly in search of 
the fountain of youth. But De Soto 
trod Georgia soil for nearly 500 miles, 
in the course of his very material ex- 
lorations, parting with it eventually

Rack from a four months’ stay in 
India where he delivered fhe Barrows 
lectures sponsored hy the University 
of Chicago, Bishop McConnell assert- 
ed that Gandhi's power seems to have

“There are many minds in India 
which are intelleetually superior to 
(sandhi’s,” he said, “but the men fail 
‘to understand the population. 
“Gandhi,” he said, “through ex- 
periments with raw foods is using 
strange psychology. Down im the vil- 
lages most of the people are too poor 


to buy fuel to cook. But they know 
| that whether in jail or not, Gandhi is 
trying to aid them by finding food 
that does not need to be cooked. He 
is taking a risk but when a risk needs 
to be taken Gandhi takes it.” 

The Methodist leader added that 
Gandhi is steadfast in his belief that 
the troubles of India are in the main 
economic and ig using every means 
to solve the problems. 

“For 25 years things in India will 
be a mess, In the first years of the 
finited States things were a mess. it 
is not going to come in 25 years or 
in 50 years, but solution will come. 

“Tf many Englishmen in India, and 
a group of Americans were locked up 
in the jails and told that they would 
be released when things are settled, 
it would help.’ . 

Bishop McConnell said that organ- 
ized Christianity does not stand high 
in India at present, but that gains are 
being made’ in the northern parts.

A PERFECT ATHLETE, 


| My fear for Gipp was that nature 
had made him such a fine athlete 
that, overgifted, he would not appre- 
ciate or respect his gifts. He lived 
quietly, had few companions—appar- 
ently cared nothing for female com- 
pany. of which there's none whatever 
on the Notre Dame ‘campus. He 
skipped the studyroom more frequent- 
ly than I liked to see him do. But a 
check-up on his habits showed him 
with fewer than the usual faults of 
star athletes. 


During his first summer he sur- 
passed everybody as an outfielder 
and hitter in freshman baseball, 
There, as in football, he early 
showed a tendency to dominate 
quietly but effectively. 

In his first year of gridiron play 
we held him under leash. We had 
plenty of stars, and as he was only 


|/ 20, and the war was on, it was policy 

'to save him for the 1918 season. At 

'that time it looked as if all of our 

| first-string men would join the servy- 

ice, That's exactly what happened. 
BRIEF SEASON, 

After a brief season that did not 
officially count as a scholastic year 
in 1918, Gipp, while having an oppor- 
tunity to show that his greatness was 
growing, was not given too many 
chances to shine. Nineteen eighteen 
was my first year as head coach, and 
I made it my undeviating rule to han- 
dle the boys without in the least put- 
ting anybody in a spot where I might 
be suspected of favoritism. 

Gipp joined the students’ army 
training corps, which some cynics 
irreverently paraphrased as safe 
at the college. 

When he returned to school after 
the holidays he switched his course 
from arts to law. Which meant noth- 
ing to me so long as he studied. I 
hope I’m pardoned for speaking in 
this proprietary or, at least, paternal 
way of the boy, because I felt the 
thrill that comes to every coach when 
he knows it is his fate and his respon- 
sibility to hand’> unugual greatness— 
the perfect performer who comes rare- 
ly more than once in a generation. 


TALENT GROWS. 

This year, 1919, I felt, would be a 
great one for Gipp. During early 
spring practice he displayed uncanny 
accuracy in kicking and blocking. I 
should have mentioned that he had 
shown the football intuition that no 
coach or system can teach, in the 
first major game in which he had ap- 
peared for long—against Army at 
West Point in 1917. 

We had the Army beaten, 7 to 

2, as we came to the last few min- 

utes of play. The Cadets cut 


loose and marched to the tune of 
several first downs, planting the 
ball on our 20-yard line.. There 
they were held, but advanced for 
the fourth and final down to our 
8-yard line. 

Remember, the score was 7 to 
Gipp remembered it. Army’s quarter- 
back barked signals and they lined up 
for a place kick. Gipp instantly cried, 
“Look out for a pass!” 

QUICK THINKING. 

He was right. Army didn’t kick. 
They gambled for six points instead 
of an almost certain three. Six points

That was quick thinking. It 
made him, as far as I was con- 
cerned. I knew there'd be noth- 
ing to stop this man being the 
outstanding star of his next full 
season. Nothing, that is, except- 
ing Gipp. 

On a bright spring morning of 1919 
I received the encouraging news, the 
news that puts a coach beside him- 
self—that this bright particular star 
had been fired from school. ‘Gipp was 
kicked out for missing too many class- 
es. It seemed too late -to do any- 
thing except scold him, and that was 


profitless. 
OUT AND IN. 

Yet when I tackled him on his re- 
missness and told him that he had 
put the finish to, not on, a brilliant 
athletic career, he quietly asked me 
why he couldn't have an oral examina- 
tion. Townsmen of South Bend even 
appealed to the school authorities to 
give Gipp another chance. Gipp claim-

LAIR FOR DRAMATICS. 
The boy was really a master show- 

man, with a mind alert to catch 
every effective detail of a show. Hye 
had brilliance and a sense of dra- 
matic opportuneness of doing the 
right, unpreconceived thing at ex- 
actly the right, unpreconceived mo- 
ment that made me _ wonder, at 
times, what ‘self-dramatizing leaders 
of men must have been .among his 
forbears. Even Gipp’s voice was a 
warm, vibrant baritone, full of life. 
Yet his ancestry, so far as I knew, 
was Puritan. His father was a Con- 
gregational minister. 

The hallmark of humor which 
developed in what might be called 
his manners, step by step with 
the development of his athletic 
prowess, first stamped him—at 
least in my sight—as the solid- 
gold article called greatness. He 
displayed it first on the gridiron 
during the opening game of the 
1919 season. This wes against 
Kalamazoo, a medium-strong 
team. 

Not desiring to pile up a _ score 
against Kalamazoo and_ urgently 
wishing to give Gipp and the rest of 
the boys a strict test, I asked the 
officials to impose penalties without 
hesitation, even, at times, without 
reason. Gipp shone-in the first pe- 
riod with an SO-yard run. 

IS THIS JUSTICE? 

As the stands cheered the star's 
first touchdown of the season, the 
grim officials called back the ball, 
ruling one of our linesmen offside. 
Within ten minutes Gipp broke 
through the entire Kalamazoo defense 
for a 68-yard run to a touchdown. 
Once more a grim field judge, ruled 
a guard offside. 

Gipp was mad clear through. 
He said nothing. Even during 
the intermission he made no bleat 
to me. That was one more strik- 
ing piece of evidence that the 
boy had real, unmistakble class. 
During the third period he hung 

back for a while, as we were ahead 
and it was always his whim to loaf 
when an opposing team was obvious- 
ly weaker. But he caught a punt 
and couldn't resist the temptation to 
show his stuff as the crowd yelled: 
“Gipp! Gipp!”’ He tore off 70 yards 
and enother touchdown. But the 
judge’s whistle had blown just be- 
fore Gipp crossed the line, 
penalty for holding. 

Gipp strode by the official 
and quickly remarked: “Next 
time give me one whistle to stop 
and two to keep going.” 

Only against push-overs was he 
lazy and deliberate, reducing his ef- 
forts to a minimum when an easy 
game.was on ice. 

The high, dramatic moments of-the 
major battles found him daring, hard- 
hitting, almost vicious in his attack. 
What made him a marvel was thrat 
no matter how feverishly eager he 
appeared, he was always internally

Chicago Tunnel Fire Takes {MISS HATTIE M. TAYLOR 


Lives of Eleven; 16 Rescued pycsrs Ay HOME HERE 


CHICAGO, April 14.—(/)—An un- 
derground inferno of searing flame 
and noxious fumes snuffed out 11 
lives today, but calm judgment and 
valiant effort won freedom from a 
deep, blazing tomb for 16 other men. 

With stunning swiftness the flames 
licked at the sawdust tinder and the 
dry timbers lining the new concrete 
tubing of a sanitary district sewerage 
tunnel under 22d street, on the prin- 
cipal east-west thoroughfares on the 
scuthwest side. f 

Workmen and firemen were stifled 
by poisonous gases in the subter- 
trap. Some died in frantic 
breaks for the elevator shaft that led 
to freedom and life. Sixteen locked 
themselves in a 30-foot air chamber 
and waited through a night of horror 
for the chance of escape that came 
after 16 hours. 

Fifty-one workers and firemen in 
all were treated at hospitals for 
burns, injuries, exhaustion and the 
perilous effects of inhaled smoke. All 
were expected to recover.
